JUSTICE  OF  PEACE  AMENDMENTS  DEFEATED 


TWO  FEDERATION 
SPONSORED  BILLS 
ARE  TURNED  DOWN 

Voters  of  Louisiana  defeated 
Constitutional  Amendments  Num- 
bers 20  and  21  which  would  have 
provided  Justices  of  the  Peace  with 
criminal  jurisdiction  in  trial  of 
cases  dealing  with  violations  of 
fish  and  game  laws  in  the  Novem- 
ber 5th  general  election,  according 
to  official  returns  compiled  by  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

Amendment  Number  20,  which 
would  have  provided  the  criminal 
jurisdiction,  was  defeated  by  a

AMENDMENT  22  ON

There  is  no  time  like  the  present 
to  review  a  point  which  needs  to 
be  made  clear  to  all  of  us.  In 
the  "General  Information"  sheet 
which  is  distributed  to  all  groups 
forming  a  junior  club,  the  first 
part  states  "These  clubs  are  local 
units.  .  .,  sponsered  locally  by  some 
interested  group,"  and  further 
down  we  read  "these  local  clubs 
are  provided  with  a  yearly 
program  of  study  and  participation 
to  be  accomplished  by  monthly 
meetings,  and  additional  outdoor 
trips.  Most  "lecturers"  are  pro- 
vided locally,  materials  are  pro- 
ided  both  locally  and  by  this 
department."    Without  going  into 


detail,  I  want  to  point  out  that 
not  all  clubs  are  having  monthly 
meetings,  and  have  gone  on  few 
if  any  outdoor  trips.  When  each 
club  was  organized,  membership 
was  offered  only  to  those  boys 
interested  in  being  active  sports- 
men and  conservationists,  and 
who  are  willing  to  really  enter 
into  such  a  program.  What  I  want 
to  bring  to  your  attention  is  that 
many  members  have  not  been 
active,  and  whole  clubs  have  alow- 
ed  adult  indifference,  meeting 
place  difficulties,  and  other  ac- 
tivities to  sabotage  their  local 
junior  wildlife  program.  Each  club 
should  have  its  own  complete  local 
independent  program  without  the 
need  of  too  much  outside  help. 

If  you  junior  sportsmen  ai'e  at 
fault,  get  together  and  do  some- 
thing about  it  yourself.  If  your 
counselor  is  at  fault,  talk  the  situa- 
tion over  with  him.  If  your  adult 
sponsors  have  not  been  invited  to 
be  priviliged  with  helping  your 
program,  then  ask  them  now.  No 
club  will  be  successful  until  it  is 
capable  of  and  actually  is  carry- 
ing out  a  real  local  program.  Get 
together,  study  your  local  club 
problems,  and  do  something  to 
solve  them!

majority  of  9,919  votes.  The  of- 
ficial total  for  this  Amendment  was 
38,683  for  and  48,602  against. 

Amendment  Number  21,  which 
would  have  provided  for  appeals 
of  these  cases  to  district  courts 
and  was  a  companion  measure,  was 
defeated  by  a  majority  of  4,558 
votes.  The  official  total  for  this 
Amendment  was  41,379  for  and 
45,937  against. 

Opposition  to  the  Justice  of  the 
Peace  Amendment  centered 
around  the  provision  that  $5  be 
allowed  for  each  conviction.  Most 
of  the  daily  newspapers  opposed 
the  Amendment  on  these  grounds. 
Among  those  voicing  opposition 
were  the  three  daily  New  Orleans 
newspapers,  the  two  daily  Baton 
Rouge  papers,  the  Shreveport 
Journal,  and  the  Lake  Charles 
American  Press.  Others  opposing 
the  Amendment  were  the  New  Or- 
leans Bureau  of  Governmental 
Research,  and  the  Bar  Association. 

Among  those  favoring  the 
Amendment  as  a  means  of 
strengthening  enforcement  of  the 
State's  fish  and  game  laws  were 
Governor  Jimmie  H.  Davis,  the 
Alexandria  Town-Talk,  and  the 
Morehouse  Enterprise. 

Both  Amendments  Numbers  20 
and  21  were  sponsored  by  the 
Louisiana  Wildlife  Federation, 
who  approved  the  measures  at 
their  last  state-wide  convention 
held  in  Baton  Rouge  last  April. 

The  Justice  of  the  Peace 
Amendment  received  a  majority 
vote  in  nineteen  parishes,  with  Jef- 
ferson and  St.  Bernard  rolling  up 
the  biggest  vote  in  its  favor.  In 
Jefferson  parish  the  Amendment 
carried  by  a  majority  of  3,026 
votes,  and  in  St.  Bernard  parish, 
it  was  favored  by  a  majority  of 
1,876  votes.  Other  parishes  favor- 
ing the  Justice  of  the  Peace 
Amendment  were  Allen,  Assump- 
tion, Avoyelles,  Beauregard,  Cam- 
eron, Catahoula,  Concordia,  De- 
Soto,  Franklin,  Grant,  Livingston, 
Red  River,  St.  Helena,  St.  John, 
St.  Landry,  St.  Martin  and  St. 
Tammany. 

Oddly  enough,  despite  the  fact 
that  the  Wildlife  Federation  spon- 
sored the  Amendments,  the  par- 
ishes where  its  strongest  and  best 
organized  units  are  located  were 
the  ones  that  returned  the  heaviest 
votes  against  the  measures. 

A  comparatively  light  vote  was 
cast  in  the  state  and  only  six  of 
the  31  Amendments  were  defeated.

NEXT— PUBLIC  PRESERVES 
(From     the     New     Orleans     Item) 

Appointment  of  A.  C.  "Pops" 
Glassell  of  Shreveport  and  W.  D. 
Huff  of  Lafayette  as  members  of 
the  Wildlife  and  Fisheries  Advis- 
ory Board  indicates  that  a  start 
is  in  the  making  to  provide  Loui- 
siana huntsmen  with  some  of  the 
benefits  which  were  promised  them 


in  return  for  their  acceptance  of 
a  double  license-fee. 

The  licenses  were  increased 
from  $1  to  $2  on  the  understand- 
ing that  the  extra  dollar  would 
be  divided  three  ways:  25  cents 
for  predator-control,  25  cents  to 
Ducks  Unlimited  for  the  work  it 
is  doing  to  protect  the  breeding 
grounds  of  wild  waterfowl,  and 
50  cents  toward  the  acquisition  of 
land  for  public  shooting-grounds. 
In  respect  to  the  last,  an  advisory 
committee  of  two  was  to  be 
named,  to  consult  with  the  gover- 
nor and  the  wildlife  department 
in  selection  and  purchase  of  land 
for  public  preserves. 

Alfred  Glassell  is  an  interna- 
tionally known  sportsman  and  con- 


servation enthusiast.  He  has  been 
national  president  of  Ducks  Un- 
limited, and  has  been  both  tireless 
and  generous  in  support  of  game 
propagation   and   conservation. 

Mr.  Huff,  whose  political  ac- 
tivity has  been  strictly  that  of 
citizenship,  is  likewise  an  ardent 
huntsman.  He  has  been  engaged 
in  the  insurance  business  since 
young  manhood,  and  is  now  presi- 
dent of  two  companies  he  organiz- 
ed. In  this  work  he  has  necessarily 
gained  much  experience  in  the 
appraisal   of   land   values. 

Last  year,  Louisiana  issued 
160,000  hunting  licenses,  a  new 
record.  This  year  225,000  license 
blanks  have  been  prepared  and 
most  of  them  are  already  out  for 


distribution. 

Naturally,  fees  for  these  are  not 
yet  all  in.  But  they  will  be  before 
next  January  1.  That  means  a 
very  substantial  sum  will  be  avail- 
able to  make  prompt  action  pos- 
sible. Meanwhile,  now  is  the  time 
for  intelligent  planning,  so  that 
when  the  money  is  in  hand,  there 
need  be  no  undue  delays. 

The  sportsmen  of  Louisiana 
voluntarily  assumed,  and  restricted 
to  themselves  alone,  the  full  tax 
by  which  the  money  to  buy  these 
shooting-grounds  will  be  raised. 
They  asked  not  a  penny  from  ex- 
isting funds  or  general  revenues. 
The  obligation  of  the  state  to  be 
prompt  in  providing  a  return  tq 
them  is  quite  clear.    , 
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The   Use   of   Dogs   in   Hunting   is   Wise   Conservation

Thousands  of  sportsmen  not 
only  like  good  field  dogs,  but 
know  sparkling  dog  work  on  many 
kinds  of  game  birds.  This  is  true 
down  south  where  the  quail  is  the 
popular  and  sporty  game  bird.  It's 
also  true  in  the  weed  thickets  of 
the  Dakotas,  Illinois,  Minnesota 
and  other  midwestern  states  where 
the  ringnecked  pheasant  has  taken 
over  the  coverts  and  become  the 
popular  game  bird.  In  the  East 
and  Far  West  you  find  many 
breeds  helping  the  hunter  in  field 
and  marsh.  A  merry  beagle  romp- 
ing across  the  field  in  pursuit  of 
a  rabbit ;  a  rugged  retriever  smash- 
ing into  a  slough  to  recover  a 
duck;  a  spaniel  hustling  through 
the  brush  to  pick  up  a  ringneck 
or  a  rabbit;  a  stylish  pointer  or 
setter  working  on  quail;  a  short 
haired  pointer  or  Brittany  spaniel 
finding  and  recovering  game ;  all 
of  these  breeds  play  a  leading  role 
in  the  lives  of  many  sportsmen. 

This  is  an  encouraging  fact, 
both  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  sport  itself  and  the  viewpoint 
of  conservationists.  Unfortunately, 
however,  as  Outdoorsman  Mag- 
azine has  proved,  not  enough  dogs 
are  put  to  work  each  hunting 
season  to  help  hunters  get  more 
fun  out  of  their  sport  and  to 
reduce  the  tremendous  losses  of 
crippled   birds. 

These  losses  run  into  millions 
each  season.  Our  losses  of  crippled 
ducks  alone  exceed  6,000,000  in 
a  normal  year.  In  fact,  8,000,000 
would  be  a  closer  figure,  accord- 
ing to  the  men  who  study  the 
migrations,  waterfowl  hatches  and 
the  take  during  the  hunting  sea- 
son. These  birds  not  only  are  lost 
to  the  dinner  table  but  they  often 
die  a  lingering  death  in  the 
marches. 

We  have  been  hunting  over 
various  breeds  for  many  years. 
And,  down  through  the  years,  we 
have  been  carrying  the  torch  for 
any  dog  that  will  go  out  and 
search  for  a  wing-tipped  bird  and 
thus  reduce  losses  due  to  crippl- 
ing. But,  in  our  estimation,  the 
most  potent  reason  for  using  a 
hunting  dog,  aside  from  the  hu- 
mane angle  of  finding  wounded 
birds,  is  the  FUN  of  getting  your 
game  with  the  aid  of  a  devoted 
canine  partner.  And,  he  doesn't 
have  to  be  a  purebred  with  a 
pedigree  a  mile  long  to  give  the 
owner  a  lot  of  fun  in  the  hunting 
field.  If  the  pooch  has  a  nose  and 
will  get  the  cripples  he  can't  help 
but  add  a  lot  of  fun  to  any  hunt. 
In  fact,  a  hunter  who  doesn't  use 


a  dog  misses  about  80  per  cent 
of  the  fun  because  the  companion- 
ship of  a  dog  and  the  way  they 
perform  in  the  field  keep  you 
amused  all  the  time. 

Last  fall  we  checked  one  party 
of  novice  pheasant  hunters  to  see 
what  luck  they  were  having.  One 
fellow  in  this  dogless  party  ad- 
mitted that  of  3  pheasants  he  had 
downed  during  the  first  hour,  he 
had  recovered  just  one.  Tben  he 
shot  at  another  and  missed  it. 
Came  another  chance  and  this  one

he  killed  stone  dead  in  a  heavy 
slough,  he  said.  Couldn't  find  it. 
So  he  finally  shot  another  bird  and 
recovered    it. 

This  hunter  had  taken  5  birds 
from  the  state's  stock  of  wild 
game.  Of  this  number  he  got  his 
limit  of  2.  That  makes  3  wasted 
which  adds  up  to  about  $9  worth 
of  pheasants  left  in  the  field  to 
get  a  limit  of  2.  The  above  case 
may     represent    the     extreme     of 


bird  losses.  However,  we  do  not 
have  to  guess  at  the  average  game 
bird  losses  to  hunters.  Actual 
studies  of  pheasant  hunting  and 
hunters  made  in  several  states  tell 
us  exactly  the  number  of  birds  a 
dogless  hunter  manages  to  find 
and  the  number  they  do  not 
recover. 

The  sportsmen's  code  requires 
him  to  search  deligently  for  an 
injured  bird.  It's  a  known  fact 
that  a  good  retrieving  dog  greatly 
increases  the  chance  of  finding  a 
cripple.  Thus  a  good  dog  will  bring 
the  hunter  increased  satisfaction 
in  hunting.  The  big  point  is  this: 
any  kind  of  a  retrieving  dog  will 
bring  in  more  cripples  than  a 
hunter  can  find,  and  the  sports- 
man need  not  take  shots  at  as 
many  birds  to  reach  a  bag  limit. 
In  other  words,  a  hunting  dog 
is  not  only  a  game  saver,  but  also 
helps  a  hunter  conserve 
ammunition. 

Of  course  not  every  hunter  can 
afford  a  highly  trained,  expensive 
setter,  pointer,  spaniel,  retriever 
or  other  dog  trained  to  find  game 
and  retrieve  cripples.  We  are  well 
aware  of  this  fact  because  we're 
always  wanted  to  own  one  of  those 
$1000  superdoopers.  But,  we  can't 
afford  one  like  that.  However, 
many  a  hunter  who  feels  he  can't 
invest  in  some  kind  of  a  hunting

gatne  savers  that   help  conservation, 
a  crinplpH  quail  and  retrieved  it  for 


dog  will  be  suprised  how  much  he 
can  buy  with  some  of  his  luxury 
or  "good  time"  money.  And  thou- 
sands of  sportsmen  who  can't  af- 
ford to  buy  a  dog  trained  for 
months  by  a  professional  can  get 
a  young  dog  and  put  enough  time 
on  it  to  make  it  at  least  a  fair  bird 
finder. 

Fortunately  there  is  a  wide 
choice  of  hunting  breeds  which 
will  not  only  find  game  for  us  on  a 
hunting  trip,  but  also  pick  up 
the  crippled  and  wounded  birds. 
For  the  man  who  wants  a  dog  to 
stop  and  point  when  he  locates  a 
covey  of  quail  or  pheasant,  the 
ever-popular  pointer  and  the  set- 
ters head  the  list  with  the  German 
short  haired  pointer  and  the  Brit- 
tany spaniel  (the  only  pointing 
spaniel)  also  doing  a  good  job  of 
pointing  their  birds  and  retrieving. 
The  next  classification  of  gun 
dogs  that  seek  game  and  retrieve 
it  is  the  spaniel  group.  These  dogs 
spring  or  flush  game.  There  are 
many  kinds  of  spaniels  with  the 
springer  the  best  known  in  the 
hunting  fields.  We  used  a  springer 
for  years  to  "spring"  pheasants 
for  the  gun  and  to  retrieve  birds 
shot.  They  also  worked  on  fur 
(rabbits),  retrieved  jacksnipe,  and 
did   some   duck   retrieving  for  us. 

Spaniels  do  not  point  their 
game  so  they  are  not  adapted  for 
quail,  but  they  are  wonderful 
"rough  shooting"  dogs  for  ring- 
necks  and  furred  game.  If  a  hunt- 
er has  no  use  for  a  pointing 
breed,  does  little  upland  game 
shooting,  but  expects  to  spend 
most  of  his  time  duck  hunting, 
he  can  use  one  of  those  big, 
rugged  retrievers  like  the  Chesa- 
peake, Labrador,  or  golden. 
Smaller  retriever  breeds  are  the 
Irish  water  spaniel  and  American 
water  spaniel.  The  Chesapeake, 
Labrador  and  golden  are  the 
"cannie  tanks"  of  the  marshes. 
They  have  the  power  and  weight 
to  get  through  the  worst  cover 
and  how  they  can  take  it! 

The  American  water  spaniel 
may  not  be  heafty  but  he's  a 
dandy.  He  loves  to  hunt  and  will 
handle  anything  from  ducks  to 
pheasants.  We've  had  some  great 
shooting  over  this  bread  which  will 
retrieve  anything. 

In  looking  at  the  whole  hunting 
dog  picture  today  you  will  notice 
that  dog  clubs,  conservation  de- 
partments and  professional  con- 
servationists haven't  been  able  to 
do  much  about  the  millions  of 
birds  lost  by  dogless  hunters  each 
fall,  except  call  attention  to  the

When  the  new  Congress  meets  in  January,  it  is  supposed  to  be 
"streamlined"  and  reorganized,  under  the  terms  of  an  act  passed  in 
the  closing  days  of  the  last  Congress.  One  effect  of  the  reorganization 
is  to  do  away  with  a  lot  of  committees.  Sportsmen  and  conservationists 
of  the  nation  are  concerned  about  this  proposed  reorganization,  because 
one  of  the  committees  that  is  due  to  be  eliminated  is  the  Wildlife  Com- 
mittees of  the  House  and  the  Senate,  which  in  previous  years  were 
responsible  for  the  passage  of  much  of  the  legislation  that  has  been 
helpful  to  wildlife  conservation. 

If  these  Wildlife  Committees  in  Congress  are  abolished,  future 
proposed  changes  in  federal  regulations  will  be  referred  to  committees 
with  large  membership  considering  matters  deemed  by  many  of  them 
of  more  importance  than  any  pertaining  to  wildlife. 

Conservation  leaders  know  that  in  the  past  when  they  appeared 
before  the  special  Wildlife  Committees  of  the  Senate  and  House  they 
were  not  addressing  an  antagonistic  body  but  men  who  had  the  con- 
servation of  the  wildlife  resources  of  this  nation  as  much  at  heart. 

The  cost  of  these  special  committees  is  a  small  matter  when 
their  worth  to  the  conservation  of  the  renewable  wildlife  resources 
of  this  nation  is  considered.  There  are  none  of  us  but  who  favor 
the  abolishment  of  useless  committees  but  such  an  allegation  cannot 
be  rightly  lodged  against  the  Congressional  Wildlife  Committees  of 
the  U.  S.  Senate  and  House,  and,  in  the  interest  of  the  conservation 
of  the  national  wildlife  resources  of  the  nation,  they  should  not  be 
abolished. 

An  effort  will  be  made  at  the  next  Congress  to  revive  these 
special  Wildlife  Committees  and  sportsmen  throughout  the  nation  are 
now  contacting  their  senators  and  congressmen  while  they  are  at  home 
enlisting  their  support  toward  this  movement.  We  know  that  sports- 
men groups  in  Maryland,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Ohio,  and  other  states  are 
particularly  active  in  this  movement. 

Here  is  an  opportunity  for  the  Louisiana  Wildlife  Federation 
and  the  individual  sportsmen  clubs  of  the  various  parishes  to  perform 
a  worthwhile  service.  The  support  of  the  Louisiana  congressional 
d'elegation  should  be  enlisted  in  this  campaign  and  the  time  to  do  it 
is  now  while  these  men  are  at  home  and  can  be  contacted  personally. 

If  blue  geese  are  not  as  numerous  in  Louisiana  as  they  used 
to  be,  an  item  from  Iowa  might  give  an  interesting  clue.  Iowa,  the 
report  states,  is  experiencing  the  heaviest  fall  flight  of  blue  geese  in 
modern  times.  Up  until  a  few  years  ago  these  white-headed,  medium- 
sized  geese  missed  Iowa  entirely  on  their  southward  fall  flight  to  the 
Louisiana  and  Texas  coastal  marshes.  In  recent  years  increasing 
numbers  have  been  stopping  to  feed  in  Iowa's  broad,  flat  cornfields 
and  have  consequently  become  an  important  addition  to  the  huntable 
game.  Many  ornithologists  believe  that  the  change  in  the  fall  flight 
of  blues  and  snows  is  the  result  of  the  introduction  of  the  mechanical 
corn-picker  which  flattens  the  corn  stalks  and  shatters  much  grain, 
making  a  perfect  goose  feeding  habitat. 

Louisiana's  action  in  increasing  resident  hunting  licenses  from 
$1  to  $2  and  dedicating  the  extra  dollar  for  specific  purposes,  including 
the  purchase  of  public  shooting  grounds,  has  attracted  wide  attention, 
and  requests  for  information  on  the  law  have  come  from  California 
and  various  other  states  .  .  .  The  fact  that  there  has  been  a  tremendous 
increase  in  the  number  of  hunters  in  Louisiana  in  recent  years  is 
quite  evident  by  a  comparison  of  some  figures.     Last  year  a  total  of 


BLACK    AND    WHITE 
SQUIRREL  REPORTED 

A  nondescript  black  and  white 
squirrel  was  killed  in  the  Black 
river  swamp  recently  by  W.  O. 
Johnson  of  Pollock.  The  squirrel, 
of  the  fox  variety,  had  a  solid 
black  tail  which  upon  close  scru- 
tiny was  found  to  be  sprouting 
red  hair.  The  body  was  spotted 
black  and  white  with  the  head 
almost   solid   white, 

The  squirrel,  first  of  its  kind 
ever  seen  in  that  section,  was 
killed  in  an  area  where  black  squir- 
rels predominate,  but  which  has 
about  25  percent  red  squirrels. 

Long  Awaited 
Duck  Season  To 
Open  Nov.  23rd

American  or  red-breasted  mer- 
gansers, for  which  the  bag  limit 
is  25  singly  or  in  the  aggregate. 
There  is  no  possession  limit  on 
American  -or  -red-breasted  -mer- 
gansers. Possession  limit  on  ducks 
is  two  days  bag  limit,  or  a  total 
of  14,  but  not  more  than  1  wood 
duck.  Hunters,  of  course,  may  not 
possess  more  than  one  day's  bag 
limit  on  opening  day. 

For  Geese,  which  also  opens 
November  23rd,  the  daily  bag 
limit  for  Blue  and  Snow  geese 
only  is  four  in  the  aggregate  or 
singly.  Hunters  are  reminded  that 
there  is  a  closed  season  this  year 
in  Louisiana  and  in  the  entire 
Mississippi  flyway  on  Canada, 
Hutchinson  and  white-fronted  (lo- 
cally called  speckled  belly)  geese. 
Possession  limit  on  blue  and  snow 
geese  are  four  in  the  aggregate 
or  singly. 

Shooting  hours  for  Ducks,  Geese 
and  Coots,  are  from  one-half  hour 
before  sunrise  to  one-half  hour 
before  sunset.  Last  season  hunt- 
ing was  permitted  to  sunset.  The 
time  has  been  cut  one-half  hour 
this  year  to  30-minutes  before 
sunset. 

For  Coots  (Poule-d'Eau)  the 
season  also  opens  November  23rd. 
The  bag  limit  is  25  and  possession 
limit  25. 

The  use  of  bait  and  live  decoys 
are  prohibited.  The  legal  limit  of 
migratory  game  may  be  possessed 
for  90  days  after  the  close  of  the 
season.  Hunters  of  ducks  and  geese 
must  have  a  federal  duck  stamp 
attached  to  their  state  hunting 
license.  Duck  stamps  are  $1  and 
may  be  obtained  from  any  post- 
office.

Governor  Names 
Glassell  and  Huff 
On  Advisory  Group 

Acting  under  authority  granted 
him  in  Act  22  of  1946,  Governor 
Jimmie  H.  Davis  has  appointed 
two  members  of  the  Louisiana 
Wildlife  Federation  to  advise  and 
act  with  the  Commissioner  of  Wild 
Life  and  Fisheries  in  the  purchase, 
construction  and  maintenance  of 
public  shooting  grounds  in  Loui- 
siana, which  are  to  be  made  pos- 
sible from  fifty  percent  of  the 
receipts  from  the  additional  dollar 
charged  this  year  for  resident 
hunting  licenses. 

The  Governor  appointed  A.  C. 
"Pops"  Glassell  of  Shreveport  and 
W.  D.  Huff  of  Lafayette.  Mr. 
Glassell  is  a  prominent  Shreve- 
port sportsman  and  oil  man,  and 
is  former  president  of  Ducks  Un- 
limited. Mr.  Huff  is  a  well  known 
insurance  man  of  Lafayette  and 
is  likewise  an  ardent  sportsman. 

Act  22  provided  for  an  increase 
in  resident  hunting  licenses,  effec- 
tive this  season,  from  $1  to  $2 
a  year,  with  the  additional  dollar 
earmarked  for  specific  purposes. 
In  addition  to  50  percent  of  the 
extra  dollar  being  dedicated  to 
the  purchase,  construction  and 
maintenance  of  public  shooting 
grounds,  25  percent  is  dedicated 
for  predatory  control,  and  the 
remaining  25  percent  is  dedicated 
for  the  protection,  conservation 
and  replenishment  of  wild  migra- 
tory birds. 

Last  season  over  160,985  resi- 
dent hunting  licenses  were  sold  in 
Louisiana,  which  was  a  record  for 
the  State.  Judging  from  sales  thus 
far,  there  are  indications  that  even 
a  greater  number  of  resident  li- 
censes will  be  sold  this  season. 
However,  it  will  be  sometime  next 
summer  before  total  results  will 
be  available,  due  to  the  fact  that 
hunting  licenses  are  sold  by 
seasons  and  Louisiana's  hunting 
season  does  not  end  until  next 
April  15,  with  the  end  of  the  15- 
day  season  on  Wild  Turkey  Gob- 
blers. Sheriff's  are  required  to 
make  their  returns  and  return  all 
unused  licenses  as  promptly  as 
possible  after  the  end  of  the 
season,  and  since  it  is  necessary  to 
get  these  returns  from  63  parishes 
(Orleans  is  not  included  since  all 
Orleans  Parish  licenses  are  sold 
at  the  Department's  offices  in 
New  Orleans) ,  it  is  usually  several 
months  after  the  official  end  of 
the  season  before  all  returns  are 
in. 

Commissioner  of  Wild  Life  and 
Fisheries  Luther  S.  Montgomery 
plans  to  meet  with  the  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  soon.

5) 
lamentable  situation  and  urge 
hunters  each  fall  to  be  more  care- 
ful with  their  long  range  shooting. 
Moreover,  we  as  hunters  have  been 
asking  for  guns  that  shoot  harder, 
shells  that  kill  at  longer  distances 
and  repeating  shotguns  so  we  can 
get  at  least  three  shots  into  a 
flock.  Yes,  there  are  even  Magnum 
guns  to  reach  out  and  extend  the 
killing  range  of  the  12  guage.  All 
the  emphasis  has  been  on  methods 
to  increase  our  game  kills,  and 
drop   birds   at   greater   distances. 

If  we  devoted  just  one  fraction 
of  the  interest  exhibited  in  better 
guns  and  long  range  shells  to  the 
cause  of  saving  game  with  hunt- 
ing dogs,  millions  of  birds  would 
be  recovered  each  fall  and  go  into 
the  game  bags  instead  of  being 
wasted.  The  job  waiting  for  the 
duck  dogs  is  a  tremendous  one 
in  itself,  with  a  chance  for  the 
retriever  to  cut  down  an  annual 
loss  that  is  somewhere  in  excess 
of   6,000,000    birds. 

ALBINO  SQUIRREL 
KILLED    AT    NORCO 

A  full  grown,  pure  white  squir- 
rel was  taken  by  C.  J.  Abadie,  a 
member  of  the  Bonnet  Carre  Rod 
and  Gun  Club,  while  hunting  near 
Norco,  La.  on  November  2.  This  is 
the  first  squirrel  of  its  kind  known 
to  have  been  killed  in  this  area, 
and  Mr.  Abadie  intends  to  have  it 
mounted  for  display  at  the  club. 

The  Bonnet  Carre  Rod  and  Gun 
Club  was  organized  early  in  1945, 
and  includes  some  eighty  odd  of 
the  best  sportsmen  in  and  around 
Norco,  La.  The  club  appeals  to 
many  sportsmen  since  it  is  divided 
into  five  sections  the  most  active 
of  which  is  the  Duck  Hunting 
Section  which  owns  a  hunting 
camp  near  Norco.

on  a  first  come-first  served  basis. 

Rules  under  which  the  club  is 
to  be  operated  this  season,  under 
the  supervision  of  Blajor  James 
Brown,  director  of  the  Wild  Life 
and  Fisheries  Department  Fish 
and  Game  Division,  provides  that 
rates  are  $16  per  day,  which  in- 
cludes transportation  from  Venice 
to  the  club  house,  lodging,  meals, 
decoys,  pirogues  and  guides.  Reser- 
vations are  limited  to  two  days, 
and  the  maximum  number  of 
hunters  permitted  per  day  is  ten. 
Reservations  for  week-ends  are 
limited  to  residents  of  Louisiana. 
Hunters,  of  course,  will  be  re- 
quired to  provide  their  own  gun:5, 
ammunition  and  suitable  personal 
clothing. 

The  club  house  will  not  be 
operated  at  least  one  day  during 
each  week  to  allow  for  cleaning 
up.  Parties  holding  reservations 
are  required  to  be  at  Venice  to 
board  the  boat  not  later  than  2:45 
P.  M.,  the  day  before.  Hunting 
will  begin  30  minutes  before  sun- 
rise and  will  stop  promptly  at 
10:00  A.  M.  Each  hunter  must 
have  a  guide  and  drawings  for 
guides  will  be  held  each  night  at 
the  clubhouse.  One  gun  only  will 
be  allowed  to  a  blind  and  guides 
will  not  be  permitted  to  have  guns. 

An  advisoi-y  committee,  com- 
posed of  Richard  R.  Foster,  James 
Hanemann  and  Louis  V.  Rand, 
prominent  Louisiana  sportsmen, 
have  been  named  to  assist  in  the 
operation  of  the  club  this  season. 


Louisiana    Is 
Among  Leaders 
In  Duck  Stamps 

Louisiana  was  ninth  in  the  na- 
tion last  season  in  the  sale  of 
duck  stamps,  according  to  an 
official  compilation  for  the  1945- 
46  season  just  released  by  the 
U.  S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service. 

In  taking  ninth  place  this  year. 
Louisiana  has  shown  an  increase 
and  has  climbed  from  foui'teenth 
place  among  the  states  in  recent 
years. 

Louisiana  was  second  in  the 
South,  the  only  state  exceeding  it 
in  the  sale  of  duck  stamps  was 
Texas,  who  was  third  in  the  na- 
tion. 

During  the  past  season  a  total 
56,876  duck  stamps  were  sold 
in  Louisiana.  This  represents  an 
increase  of  11,893  from  the  1944- 
45  season  and  an  increase  of  21.- 
677  from  the   1943-44  season. 

An  even  larger  increase  in  the 


sale  of  duck  stamps  is  expected 
this  year,  but  it  will  be  sometime 
next  Fall  before  this  information 
will    be    available. 

California,  with  131,009  duck 
stamps,  led  the  nation  last  season. 
Second  was  Minnesota  with  130,- 
757.  Third  was  Texas  with  115,- 
008.  Other  leaders  were  Michigan, 
fourth,  with  100,382  duck  stamps; 
Wisconsin,  fifth  with  83,681;  Il- 
linois, sixth,  with  77,452;  Wash- 
ington, seventh,  with  76,007; 
South  Dakato,  eight,  with  66,012, 
and  Louisiana,  ninth,  with  56,876. 


30,000  LICENSES  SOLD 

Nearly  30,000  hunting  licenses 
were  sold  during  the  month  of 
October,  the  first  month  of  Loui- 
siana's hunting  season,  according 
to  reports  received  by  Miss  Vera 
I.  Butler,  head  of  the  Department's 
License-Taxes  section. 


AMENDMENT  22  ON 
JURISDICTION  OF 
COURTS  APPROVED

jority  of  53,428  votes.  The  of- 
ficial total  for  this  Amendment, 
as  compiled  by  the  Secretary  of 
State,  showed  72,597  for  and 
19,169   against. 

The  Amendment  was  prepared 
by  the  legal  counsel  for  the  De- 
partment and  was  introduced  in 
the  Legislature  at  the  request  of 
the  Department.  Approval  of  this 
measure  will  aid  considerably  in 
the  trial  of  cases  affecting  viola- 
tions of  seafood  laws  occurring  in 
offshore  waters  in  the  coastal 
parishes. 

Only  four  parishes  out  of  the  64 
failed  to  return  majorities  in  favor 
of  this  Amendment,  and  oddly 
enough  all  four  were  in  the  north- 
ern   and    central    portions    of    the 


State  and  would  not  be  affected 
directly  by  the  provisions  of  the 
Act.  The  parishes  where  the 
Amendment  failed  to  pass  were 
Bienville,  LaSalle,  Lincoln  and 
Union. 

This  Amendment  was  favored  by 
Governor  Davis  and  practically  the 
entire  press  of  the  State.  The  only 
organized  group  expressing  opposi- 
tion to  the  Amendment,  as  far  as 
is  known,  was  the  Bar  Association.

A  national  conference  of  Con- 
servation Education  and  Publicity 
is  to  be  held  December  6,  7,  8  at 
the  Michigan  Conservation  Depart- 
ment Training  School  near  Lans- 
ing, Michigan.
